Big Sugar’s Slime Flows North to Florida’s Capitol

The paid soldiers in Gov. Rick Scott’s 
war on the environment are aligning to 
block state efforts to purchase any farm 
lands south of Lake Okeechobee, which 
means Floridians can look forward to 
more summers of slime. 


Nightmare algae blooms, vile and 
job-killing, are destined to be one 
of Scott’s legacies. Next June, when 
the St. Lucie estuary again turns 
puke-green and the oyster beds die, the 
light-footed governor will be nowhere 
in the vicinity. 


Neither will the tourists. 


The blooms are caused by billions of 
gallons of fresh water that are pumped 
from Lake O during the rainy season. 
Loaded with phosphorus and other 
pollutants from surrounding areas, the 
lake discharges are mainlined toward 
both Florida coasts, bringing ruin to 
saltwater habitats. 


Senate President Joe Negron, who lives 
in Stuart—basically Slime Central— 


wants the Lake O outflows diverted, 
cleaned in reservoirs and sent south 
to the Everglades. 


The plan, supported by many scientists 
and conservation groups, would 
require purchasing 60,000 acres from 
agriculture. Only eight years ago, 
U.S. Sugar embraced such a concept, 
calling it a “monumental opportunity 
to save the Everglades” and struck a 
deal to unload 187,000 acres. 


The company infamously reneged, and 
it owned enough lawmakers to kill the 
deal. It definitely owns the governor, 
who'll need Big Sugar’s money when 
he runs for the U.S. Senate in 2018. 


As Senate president, Negron is 
one of the most powerful figures in 
Tallahassee. He’ll need all the clout he 
can muster for this battle, to which he 
arrived late and as part of the problem. 


Negron has displayed little resistance 
as his party’s leaders have subverted 
Amendment 1, which 75 percent 
of voters approved in 2014 for the 
purchase of conservation lands. And 
he was all-in last year when the 
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Legislature and governor neutered 
water-quality laws to allow agricultural 
corporations to monitor their own 
pollution on the honor system. 


Negron now needs Amendment 1 funds 
to buy farm acreage for conversion to 
reservoirs. He’s under heavy hometown 
pressure from Treasure Coast residents, 
who are getting clobbered financially by 
the algae outbreaks. 


Meanwhile Big Sugar has mounted 
a PR campaign framing Negron’s 
land-purchase plan as an attack on 
farming and the communities near Lake 
Okeechobee. This is industry-scripted 
melodrama; not all cane acreage is 
highly productive. 


Opposition to Negron’s plan also comes 
from the South Florida Water Management 
District, which at one time relied on 
actual experts on water management. 
Real scientists, if you can imagine such 
a thing! Those were the days. 


Since taking office, Scott has loaded the 
boards of all Florida’s water districts 
with lawyers, developers, Realtors, 
agricultural and industry advocates. 


Funding has been cut, and experienced 
staff members canned. 


For instance, the previous executive 
director of the South Florida water 
district had worked in that field for two 
decades. He was replaced by lobbyist/ 
lawyer Pete Antonacci, who’d formerly 
worked as Scott’s special counsel in 
Tallahassee. 


It is Antonacci now leading the district’s 
fight against Negron’s cleanup plan. 
Last week he told a Senate committee 
that buying more land to hold Lake 
Okeechobee’s overflows would only 
slow down current restoration projects. 


He also said state and federal authorities 
should focus cleanup efforts north of 
Lake Okeechobee, such as replacing 
residential septic tanks with sewers. 


That is, almost word-for-word, Big 
Sugar’s position—yet it’s coming 
from the chief of a state agency that’s 
supposed to act in the interests of all 
Floridians.

The professional comedy-drama centers on an 
unemployed bartender and an art expert who 
begin to question the true definition of art and the 
authenticity of people, while the industrial-style 
space above Grand Boulevard’s retail stores comes 
alive with 80 new works of expressive art shown and 
available for sale, with proceeds benefiting ECTC’s 
educational theater. 


“Tam amazed at the variety of talent displayed for 
this show,” says artist and gallery coordinator Lori 
Drew. “The play and the art play so well together. 
I think this is going to be our best presentation 
yet, and we are all hoping sales exceed our 
expectations—for both the artists and the theater 
company.” 


Abstract expressionism is a post-World War II art 
movement in American painting, developed in New 
York in the 1940s. “What better way to experience 
the local art world’s take on this style than in a 
setting similar to one they might find in New York,” 
says Drew. “Our goal for the art collection is to get 
viewers talking, to have them look deeper into each 
piece, and by coming early to the performance for 
the gallery, it acts as a ‘warm-up’ for the play itself, 
adding a new dimension to the whole experience.”

“We are trying to go back to the 
roots,” explains Chuck Stiles of the 
new Graffiti & Funky Blues Shack 
location that will open Jan. 30. 


The restaurant and music 
establishment first opened in 1995 in 
Destin, and then in 2006 at the Village 
of Baytowne Wharf. Now, both of those 
locations are permanently closed and 
Stiles is putting the finishing touches 
on transforming a Chili’s location into 
a Graffiti & Funky Blues Shack— 
complete with many of the fixtures 
and items of interest that gave the 
previous locations their charm. 


“We were Graffiti before we were 
Funky Blues Shack,” says Stiles of 
the business’ evolution. “We became 
the Funky Blues Shack because we 
were losing customers on wait. So 
I kind of progressed, and then put 
a guitar player outside, and in the 
summertime people were dying out 
there. So I poked a hole and we did 
that.” 


os 
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The business expanded, taking over 
the open space next door on two 
occasions. But Destin’s changing 
business landscape began to drive 
more traffic to the harbor area, and 
Stiles let go of the location. It changed 
hands several times until its recent 
closure. 


Stiles remains positive about the 
opportunities a new location can 
provide. “I found a spot that I feel is 
centrally located to everything and 
gives us a fighting chance,” he says. 


Changes include having the restaurant 
portion and the music venue portion 
behind the same door. After 9 p.m., the 
lights are turned down and the stage 
is lit up, a simple transformation that 
helps serve as the barrier between the 
two concepts. 


“We want to be for everybody. Graffiti, 
when we started that, it was for 
kids—so we still want to be that 
family friendly restaurant by day and 
a nighttime venue.” 


Other changes include a larger kitchen, 
leading to a more versatile menu that 
will include small plates, gluten free 
options, and some health conscious 
choices. 


Stiles is looking toward reclaiming 
Funky’s crown as a must-visit music 
destination, by supporting local and 


regional bands who are focused on 
original music. Also in the works— 
resurrecting Funky’s famous open mic 
nights, which played a prominent role 
in the formation of many area bands. 


“I had my reasons for selling at both,” 
says Stiles. “But here I feel like we’re on 
equal footing to generate the business. 
As long as we offer a good product, 
good entertainment and friendly 
people, we should be fine.” 


On March 6, Beachcomber will be 
descending on the new venue for 
the Ninth Ever Beachcomber Music 
Awards. Stiles is happy to host 
the event, sharing the impact this 
publication has had on the business 
through the years. 


“Chris (Manson) has been such a 
big supporter of ours,” he says of 
our editor. “At the very beginning, 
Beachcomber helped us to be the 
SUCCESS We are.” 


For the new Graffiti & Funky Blues 
Shack, the proof will be in the coming 
weeks. But Stiles is happy with the 
response and feedback he has received 
from the community so far—especially 
those who have stepped into the new 
space. “The end result is people coming 
in telling me they love what they see. 
And they say this one feels the best.”

Tee Is for Therapy |

For most golfers, the sport offers 
friendly competition, a little exercise 
and a great way to spend a leisurely 
day on the greens. But to the combat 
veterans who are a part of Fairways 
for Warriors, it’s all that and more. 


The Orlando-based nonprofit uses 
golf as a healing therapy, and for 
some veterans, its effectiveness has 
been nothing short of life changing. 
Now, thanks to the start-up of a local 
chapter, its services are available to 
heroes along Florida’s Panhandle. 


“It’s only fitting that Fairways 
for Warriors would start a local 
chapter here,” says founder Tom 
Underwood. “I used to be up there in 
the Panhandle all the time. I’m real 
familiar with the area.” Underwood 
acknowledges the area’s high military 
population and numerous golf courses. 
Putting the two together fits the 
nonprofit’s mission to a tee—it seemed 
almost inevitable for a local chapter to 
take hold. 


Underwood came up with the idea of 
utilizing golf for its therapeutic benefits 
after witnessing his own father struggle 
with what is now called Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder (PTSD) after serving 
in World War II and the Korean and 
Vietnam wars. But because he was 
unaware of the diagnosis, much less 
any effective treatments for it, he 
instead took to self-medicating with 
alcohol and heavy cigarette smoking— 
vices Underwood believes significantly 
shortened his father’s life. 


More than that, Underwood became 
convinced his father’s downward 
spiral could have been eased with 
non-traditional therapy—one that 
provided social camaraderie and all 


around good times. Then he had an 
idea. “He loved golf,” Underwood writes 
of his father on the organization’s 
website. “And if there had been a 
program to incorporate this therapeutic 
sport into his journey towards healing, 
I think his life story would have had a 
dramatically different outcome.” 


Since launching in 2010, the nonprofit 
has come to incorporate additional 
therapies into their strategy for 
healing. One of the most promising 
is ART (Accelerated Resolution 
Therapy) that has shown encouraging 
results in initial research tracking its 
effectiveness as a treatment for PTSD. 


“It’s amazing how well it works,” says 
Underwood. “Many of our combat 
veterans were helped in their first 
session.” He was equally enthusiastic 
about Panama City Beach therapist 
Dale Heppe, who works with vets 
locally. “The cool thing is, he’s not just 
a therapist, he’s also a veteran who 
likes to play golf.” 


Golf is still front and center at Fairways 
for Warriors and participation is high, 
even among the staggering number of 
veterans who’ve lost limbs to combat, 
women as well as men. Kelly Smith, for 
example, was shot five times resulting 
in the loss of her left arm. Yet she’s 
learned to adapt and enthusiastically 
hits the links on a regular basis. 


Fairways for Warriors partners with 
courses to make the game more 
affordable, too. Locally, Tiger Point 
offers warriors a special, discounted 
rate of $15. And a Crestview course 
has a $10 price point in the works. 
Enthusiasm and participation has 
been strong as golf serves as a pleasant 
diversion while giving warriors a 
chance to socialize with other combat 
vets who can readily relate to what they

have gone through. And perhaps, most 
importantly, continue to struggle with. 


“Sometimes the physical injuries 
are the least of it,” says Underwood, 
discussing the psychological fallout 
many vets experience after surviving 
combat. “You can get a new limb but 
you can’t get a new mind.” 


He tells of one vet, Juan Velasquez, 
a proficient soccer player who almost 
went pro. Instead, he served his country 
in Afghanistan as an Army engineer 
and not only sustained injuries, but 
also lost three of his buddies. Upon 
his return to the states, he became 
reclusive and withdrawn to the point 
that “his neighbors thought his wife 
was a single mom,” says Underwood. 
“He just never left the house.” 


All of that changed with Fairways for 
Warriors, which offered therapy and 
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support for Velasquez as well as his 
family. As Underwood points out, “It’s 
not just the vet who’s affected, it’s 
the whole family.” He also stresses 
that Fairways for Warriors is a fully 
comprehensive veterans association. 


That means frequently going the extra 
mile whenever possible, working to 
secure housing for homeless vets or 
providing vehicles to those lacking 
transportation. “Golfis just a vehicle to 
get the (vets) together,” says Underwood. 
“We do so much more than that.” 


Often, combat veterans who have 
successfully sought the services of 
the organization pay it forward by 
becoming counselors themselves. 
“Because we have so many who are 
helped by our program, a lot of them 
want to give back,” says Underwood. 


The organization depends on donations 
and special events, like an upcoming 
Atlanta golf tourney in April, for 
funding. Overhead is kept low by 
utilizing donated professional business 
services such as advertising, and a staff 
largely comprised of volunteers. 


And that includes Underwood. Though 
working tirelessly for the organization 
since its inception in 2010, neither 
he nor his wife draw a salary. Paid 
staff consists of two recent hires, both 
part-time. Underwood says this is 
how Fairways for Warriors is able to 
spend only five percent of its income 
on operations, with the remaining 95 
percent going directly to the vets.

FWB Native Roberts — Serving 


His Community for

“Keep your eye on the horizon” is the 
mantra of newly installed Greater Fort 
Walton Beach Chamber of Commerce 
Chair Bill Roberts. Born and raised 
in Fort Walton Beach, Roberts has 
spent most of his life working to make 
his hometown a great place to work 
and live. 


Roberts was born in the Fort Walton 
Beach Hospital that was originally on 
Brooks Street in the downtown area. 
His father, Billy Roberts, worked with 
his brother Paul at Roberts Drug Store 
on Highway 98. Roberts is a product 
of the Okaloosa County School System 
and attended Florida State University. 


After Florida State, Roberts started 
working at Sears Roebuck and 
Company. It was there that he got his 
start in the insurance business when 
he went to work for Allstate. He would 
work for Allstate for 30 years. 


In 1971, Roberts married the former 
Debi Hansen. Bill and Debi have two 
sons—Robbie (44) and Drew (36)—and 
six grandchildren. Debi has been the 
registrar at Liza Jackson Preparatory 
School for the last 16 years. The couple 
have been married for 46 years. 


In 1985, Roberts began thinking about 
running for the City Council in Fort 
Walton Beach. His father had served 
as a member, and was also mayor of 
Fort Walton Beach. Roberts ran for 
Council and won. He would serve for 
one term on the Council from 1985 
to 1989. 


“While I was on the City Council, I was 
elected chairman of the Community 
Redevelopment Agency,” says Roberts. 
“During my time on that committee, 
the city purchased six acres of land 
in downtown Fort Walton Beach that 
became the Landing. That was one of 
the most meaningful things I was part 
of while on the Council.” 


In 1989, Roberts ran for mayor of 
Fort Walton Beach and won. After 
serving one term as mayor, Roberts 
stepped away from politics for a 
while. In 2002, he decided to get back 
into politics and ran for Okaloosa 
County Commissioner. He won and 
represented District 3 until 2012. 


“District 3 covered an area from the 
Kenwood subdivision in Fort Walton 
Beach northward to Baker, Holt and 
Milligan,” says Roberts. “I learned a 
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Debi and Bill Roberts 


lot about the north end of Okaloosa 
County and its beauty. It was a tough 
job, but I met so many good people.” 


In 2013, Roberts went to work for 
Barnes Insurance and Financial 
Services, where he is currently the 
managing director at the Fort Walton 
Beach location. For the last few years, 
Roberts has become more involved 
with the Fort Walton Beach Chamber 
of Commerce. 


He had previously served on the 
Chamber’s Liaison Committee while 
on the Okaloosa County Commission. 
He became a member of the Chamber’s 
Board of Directors and Chairman 
Elect in 2016. In January, Roberts 
was sworn in as the new Chairman of 
the Board of the Greater Fort Walton 
Beach Chamber of Commerce. 


Elizabeth Chestnut, the Director of 
Administration and Social Media 
Manager for the Chamber, says, “Bill 
is absolutely wonderful to work with.

We quickly pulled back up to the 
dock, loaded up the bowfishing rigs 
and headed back out. 
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A day filled with laughter, sunshine 
and lots of success. It was December

ask for? 


Redfish. That’s what more you could 
ask for. 


Fast forward to the next day. 


Rain may have been in the forecast, 
but we pushed through it and decided 
to fish anyway. We figured that we 
could get away from the rain if need 
be. We ventured out midday to search 
for the infamous red drum, and boy 
did we find them. 


I wish I could tell you that was the 
most interesting/exciting moment 
of the day but shortly thereafter, we 
found ourselves quickly running away 
from the black clouds that surrounded 
us. Crouching down behind Hunter to 
keep away from the rain and hoping it 
would stop at any moment, we finally 
made it back and sought refuge under 
the dock. 


Needless to say, we ended the day 
dripping from head to toe. And it was 
all well worth it. 


During those three days, we 
frequented Don Pedro’s for breakfast, 
strengthened friendships and laughed 
our tails off all while watching the 
sun rise and set in the beautiful 
Choctawhatchee Bay. 


It was exhausting. Waking up before 
4 a.m., duck hunting, fishing, and 
then a group dinner every night. 
Lacking sleep, but making up for it 
with memories made. Those were a 
long three days, but well worth every 
minute.

Time Travelin’ Man: 


15 Questions with Fraser Sherman

1. Where do you live? 
Durham, North Carolina. I moved up here in 2010 to 
be with my fiancee LeAnn. We married a year later. 


2. What’s your background, as far as the 
time you spent on the Emerald Coast? 
My dad was civil service. We moved from England 
to Fort Walton Beach back in 1969. I graduated 
Choctaw in ‘76, graduated Oberlin College in 1980, 
then came back to Fort Walton Beach. I’d probably 
still be there if I hadn’t met LeAnn. 


3. Tell us about your new book. 

Now and Then We Time Travel looks at films and TV 
about time travel, changing history and alternate 
history. The text focuses on films and television series 
from the U.S., Canada, England and Japan (because 
of how popular anime has become). One appendix 
tackles everything I could find from the rest of the 
world. Another looks at material with a very slight 
time-travel element—like someone miraculously 
getting to time-travel at the end and fix everything, 
like the first Christopher Reeve Superman film. 


4. What prompted you to take on the time travel 
genre? 

I knew there were recurring elements in time travel 
films, such as, Oh, I left my great love in the past, 
but look, here’s her exact double in the present, I’m 
happy again! I thought it would be interesting to 
look at the films and study the elements in detail. I 
discovered, for example, that movies and TV focus far 
more on changing someone’s personal history (Back 
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to the Future, for instance) than anything else. Which 
makes sense—it’s a visual medium, so personal 
drama works better than abstract discussions of 
theory. 


5. How much time did you spend watching films 
and TV episodes, and when did you sleep? 

It took two years to work on the book. I thought 
I was giving myself a very generous deadline, but 
there was much more material than I realized. I was 
watching various TV shows right up to the end. But 
I did squeeze in some sleep. 


6. Did you discover a new favorite movie while 
researching the book? 

Quite a few. Nostradamus, with Rob Estes and Joely 
Fisher, has time-traveling fallen angels coming from 
the past to kill enough good people in the present 
that Satan can win the apocalypse. It ain’t art, but it’s 
fun. The Visitors, from France, is hysterical slapstick 
about medieval characters wandering around the 
present. And the TV series Day Break and Odyssey 
5 are both excellent. 


7. And what was the worst thing you watched? 
So hard to pick, because I watched so much crap...I 
might go with The Final Countdown because it’s got 
all the ingredients for success, including good actors, 
a decent budget and a good concept (modern-day 
aircraft carrier goes back to Dec. 6, 1941), yet it’s 
completely pointless. After lots of debate about 
changing history, they get sucked back to the 
present before the Japanese attack so nothing really 
happens. 


8. What is your personal favorite as far as time 
travel flicks? 

It’s hard to pick but I’d go with either Bill and Ted’s 
Excellent Adventure or the 1960 The Time Machine 
with the most elegantly designed time machine ever. 
But don’t hold me to those. For TV, undoubtedly 
Doctor Who. 


9. Who are some of the writers that inspired you? 
For film reference books, Bill Warren’s Keep Watching 
the Skies, a history of 1950s science fiction films, is 
probably my gold standard. For fiction, the fantasy 
writers Fritz Leiber, Jorge Luis Borges and Diana 
Wynne Jones. 


10. What else are you writing for these days? 

At the moment, I’m mostly writing fiction. I just hada 
story come out in the online magazine Lorelei Signal. 
I also self-published an ebook on the Bond films, Sex 
for Dinner, Death for Breakfast. 


11. What do you miss most about the Emerald 
Coast? 
All my friends, definitely. 


12. Are you already working on your next book? 
Yep. I’m spending most of my time on Southern 
Discomfort, a fantasy set in Georgia in 1973. 


13. What advice do you have for aspiring writers? 
Have fun. The odds are against becoming obscenely

wealthy, there’s lots of rejection—the best reason for 
becoming a writer is that you enjoy it. 


14. If you could time travel to any era, what would 
it be and why? 

I’d pick the 1970s, simply because I was a teenager 
and I’d love to compare my memories of the era with 
my adult perceptions. 


15. What do you like best about writing? 

The moment I get the most fun out of is when I’m 
rewriting and I finally see how everything is supposed 
to fit together. It’s incredibly satisfying, whether I’m 
writing fiction or nonfiction.

Porter’s Soul Jazz seeks to fill what he, 
as a fan and music producer, perceived 
as a gap in 20th century jazz history. He 
defines Soul Jazz in the preface as “music 
of the organ groups, funky piano trios, 
and tenor sax men of the fifties, sixties 
and early seventies.” Since he worked 
with a lot of the musicians he chronicles, 
Porter blends research with reminiscence. 
There’s a good (accelerated) history of 
jazz post-World War II, some political 
commentary and a skillful interweaving 
of the stars (e.g., Grover Washington Jr. 
and Ramsey Lewis) with their producers 
and promoters.

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You'll Want to Eat Your Vegetables 


I have always been a of ora 
calling themselves “organic” or 
“natural.” In my experience, they 
often serve food that tastes more like 
penance than lunch, accompanied by a 
dipping sauce of New Age sermonizing. 
One usually leaves hungry, which 
constitutes Mission Failure in my book. 


Before I went to Cafe Organic, I took the 
time to reconnoitre the website and the 
menu (I do that with every restaurant 
I visit). I was encouraged. There were 
plenty of appealing food choices, even 
a hamburger. And make no mistake, I 
love fruits and vegetables. My love stops 
short of worship, that’s all. 


Cafe Organic is on Truxton Avenue in 
FoWal, off the beaten path, in a quiet 
little neighborhood of residences, 
small businesses and offices. It’s a 
residential-looking structure, with a 
long dining room inside, a counter 
with stools, and an outdoor dining area 
in the back. The tables are brightly 
painted, and the walls are decorated 
with nature-themed artwork. Colors 
are light and restful, making it quiet, 
tranquil, and a peaceful spot to sit 
and relax. 


The menu is detailed on a wallboard, 
and there’s a smaller menu listing 
specials. I had decided in advance to 
order a pizza and some takeout for later 
(I was dining alone that day), but one 
of the specials caught my eye. 
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I love fish cakes. I make fish cakes— 
from salmon, crab, and any other fish 
I can form into seasoned patties. The 
special was fish cakes. One of the staff 
told me they were freshly made and 
personally vouched for their quality. 
The pizza went untasted, and I ordered 
the fish cakes with a side salad of 
quinoa and a blended-up “green drink” 
called Mango Momma, a mix of mango, 
banana, almond milk and kale (which 
supplied the green). 


To go, I chose a portobello mushroom 
melt with Swiss cheese, avocado, 
tomato and greens on a sprouted bun, 
and a ginger miso salad with spinach, 
beet, carrot, cucumber, sprouts and 
almonds, with grilled chicken and 
ginger miso dressing. I also got a 
Tropical Wonder smoothie with mango, 
orange, pineapple and coconut water. 
Dessert would be a “pick me up cookie.” 


I sat and sipped my drink while they 
made my lunch. The drink was just 
slightly sweet, allowing me to taste 
the fruit and the bite of the kale, an 
improvement over heavily sweetened 
“health” drinks I’ve had elsewhere. 
Some nice ‘7Os-era rock kept me 
company, and I soon smelled the aroma 
of ginger and herbs, rather Thai and 
very appetizing. A few customers came 
and went (I was dining early in the day) 
and the staff was both friendly and 
efficient. This, I realized, is a serious 
restaurant, not an outpost of chic. 
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My fish cakes and salad came, on a 
real plate with silverware—welcoming, 
like eating at a friend’s house. Two hot 
cakes of fish sat on individual beds 
of greens, laced with fresh herbs and 
Asian-inflected seasoning, topped with 
mango. The quinoa salad was superb— 
perfectly cooked grains, subtly spiced 
and begging for seconds. I tried not so 
subtly to get the dressing recipe for it, 
and got a friendly but diplomatically 
evasive response. I don’t blame the 
chef—I’'d keep it to myself, too. 


But I hope to duplicate it someday. I 
already have the quinoa. 


Other menu choices include a Momma 
Earth wrap (chicken or tempeh 
with vegetables and herb dressing), 
cheeseburger (grass-fed, hormone-free 
beef), tuna salad, pesto pizza (the 
one that got away), and southwest 
wrap with black bean hummus and 
chipotle. Dinner size salads include 
kale, Mediterranean, and market 
salad, with assorted protein add-ins 
and dressings. 


Other green drink and smoothie 
options include Florida Delight 
(orange and banana), green lemonade, 
sweet-n-green (strawberry pineapple), 
chocolate chip almond, creamy cocoa 
coffee, and assorted juice shots. 


There are also daily soup, salad and 
side dish specials. On some evenings 
the cafe is open for happy hour and 
dinner with music, serving selected 
beer and wines. 


My family and I ate the sandwich and 
salad later. Both stayed fresh and 
good, the portobello meaty and savory, 
the miso salad a riot of red, green and 
orange that made me feel extra healthy 
all next day. The cookie was a cross 
between a brownie, an oatmeal cookie 
and a Fig Newton, naturally sweet and 


chewy. 


If I entered Cafe Organic slightly 
prejudiced, I came out well-fed and very 
glad I’d eaten all my vegetables.

Million Dollar Baby, Million Dollar Brews

Like a lot of other hopheads, we’ve 
known for some time that PROPS 
Brewery’s beer tastes like a million 
bucks. And now they’ve put their 
money where our mouths are. 


PROPS has undergone a million-plus 
dollar expansion to keep up with 
ever-increasing demand that we were 
told by a staffer has made them the 
area’s largest brewery between here 
and Birmingham, Alabama. Impressive, 
but just as exciting from a beer lover’s 
point of view, is the increasing variety 
of brews they continue to roll out. 


Their beer list now runs the gamut from 
the spicy Blonde Sanchez to the freshly 
squeezed flavored Citrus Mistress and 
the traditional dark Dunkelweizen. We 
counted well over a dozen, including 
longtime staples like their renowned 
golden Blonde Bomber Ale and Flying 
Coffin IPA. The canned versions have 
been available in various markets for 
some time, with a porter and brown ale 
slated to hit shelves soon. 


Making all this beer takes space. Lots 
of it. Way more than they could squeeze 
out of their original location just west 
of the Brooks Bridge in Fort Walton 
Beach. Though the original location 
carries on with full food and beer 
menus intact, PROPS recently opened a 
massive distribution center on Lovejoy 
Road, along with a nearby brewery and 
taproom where beer is made in the 
back and served up front. Talk about 
fresh brewed. 


Though they don’t serve food at this 
new location, plans are in the works 


ee 


to host Food Truck Fridays, with 
mobile vendors offering a variety of 
noshings. Unlike so many places, the 
new taproom is also said to be cool with 
BYOE (Bring Your Own Eats). Got a 
sandwich in your satchel or pretzels in 
your pocket? No need to hide them here. 


But we weren’t there for food, we were 
there for beer. Why else would you go to 
a place that’s like a piece of beer heaven 
right here in the F-Dub? Already 
familiar with the Blonde Bomber 
Golden Ale, we shook things up and 
dug into a flight of four new-to-us 
brews.

Always lovers of classics, we first 
hit the PROPS Hefeweizen, a deep 
golden wheat ale that’s not as yeasty 
or banana-ish as other Hefes. It’s 
hearty yet smooth, and goes down 
easy. Likewise, the Twin Props, a 
cleverly named double IPA, is rich 
with hops and a classic kick of bitters, 
but nothing is overdone. And with an 
8.3 percent ABV, it’s almost too easy 
to drink. 


We switched to darks with the Prop 
Oil Porter, soon to hit shelves in 
cans. Earthy and rich with flavor that 
isn’t too figgy, we’re now officially

fans even though we're super picky 
about porters. We also tipped back 
PROPS’ velvety 4 Kings—malty, 
slightly roasted and definitely hearty. 
It’s one of those meal-in-a-glass brews 
that we so love. 


What makes PROPS’ beers so enjoyable 
is, no matter how light and mild 
or earthy and robust, they’re each 
well-balanced, smooth and fresh 
tasting. And what makes visiting PROPS 
so enjoyable—besides the yummy 
beers, that is—is its comfortable, 
casual, never-met-a-stranger vibe. 


The beertenders also know their stuff. 
Don’t know squat about beer? No 
worries. They'll patiently help you find 
what appeals to your taste or, just as 
readily, sense of adventure. You may 
even get an impromptu tour of the back 
of the house for an up-close view of the 
magnificent gleaming vats, finishing 
with a blast of Antarctic air from the 
gigantic cooler. 


Despite their rocketing success in a 
mere half-decade, PROPS remains a 
locally owned endeavor by four former 
military dudes—no corporate sell-outs 
here. And props to them for keeping 
prices unbelievably reasonable and 
the service top-notch and personal 
despite their recent million-plus dollar 
investment. 


Having mastered the recipe for success 
as well as great brews, it’s obvious 
that—just like its most famous ale— 
PROPS is golden and not to be missed.
